Some of the rumors that have been annoying 
the Germans have been traced, the paper says, to 
municipal offices in Brussels, and it charges that 
“exponents of the old regime still play an im- 
portant role in the political and economic life 
of this country.” 
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Inbel, 28.11. — An article in the “Nouveau 
Journal” a newspaper circulating in Brussels 
since the German occupation, reveals the failure 
of a scheme to rally all Belgium into a unique 
party based on national-socialism and leaning 
towards a continental policy under the guidance 
of national-socialism. The “Nouveau Journal” 
agrees that the formation of such a party would 
stand an even smaller chance of success at the 
present time. 

Het Laatste Nieuws , ll.III. mentions inci- 
dents at Ghent University where students wore 
white caps and talked English in order to show 
their British sympathies despite the fact that 
the pro-Nazi student unions ordered that only 
Elemish must be spoken and only the official cap 
worn. The Rector was compelled to intervene 
and forbid the use of foreign languages within 
the University precincts, he also exacted the 
statement from the students that, in future, 
white caps would not be worn as a demonstration 
of hostility. 
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Inbel, 24.11. — Pro mine nt, citizens of Dinant 
detained in custody after acts of sabotage with- 
in the city boundaries, have later been released 
on the condition that civilians watch over the 
telephone cables of the German Army. 
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Inbel, 3.III. — In Liege, pamphlets are 
secretly circulated, denouncing the activities of 
a contributor to “Le Nouveau Journal”, the 
newspaper edited in Brussels by Paul Colin 


Loudon, 23.III. ONA — Organized thefts oi 
military documents, cameras and other material 
from German army ears are now featuring the 
widening anti-Nazi sabotage campaign in Bel- 
gium. 

This form of sabotage has been organized 
among Belgian patriots with Teutonic thorough- i 
ness by a German who at one time worked for/ 
the Nazis in Germany but was imprisoned when 
he refused to participate in anti- Jewish action 
in the Reich. / 


/The thefts have become so numerous and 
/grave that the German military authorities 
announced that henceforth such culprits would 
be tried by military tribunals facing life im- 
prisonment or death sentences, it was reported. 

Not only have German army cars been pil- 
' fered while they were left temporarily un- 
guarded but trucks in which the Nazis were 
removing goods from Belgium also have been 
robbed. Recently a camera and clothes valued 
at about 1,000 marks disappeared from a car 
parked in the Rue des Croisades in Brussels. 
Shoes, silks and clothes valued at several thou- 
sand francs were lifted from a car in the capital. 

The German anti-sabotage repressive action 
has mounted in severity, Belgian circles said. 
Families suspected of sabotage have been thrown 
out of their homes at a moment’s notice and 
many war prisoners returning home and police- 
imen have been sentenced to prison on charges 
V>f anti-Nazi activity.

/films and screening apparatus from a motor-car 
[ parked on Boulevard Adolphe Max, in Brussels. 
The car belongs to Dr. Reichs, then at the Grand 
Hotel Scheers.

After 
seven years spent in the Belgian Congo, the 
deceased took part, in 1914, in the battle of the 
Tser, as commander of an infantry regiment. 


— Mr. Martin LUNSSENS, 
Director of the Beaux-Arts school has been 
elected President, for 1941, of the Royal Acade- 
my of Science, Arts and Literature of Belgium. 


— Viscount de BIOLLEV, Di- 
rector of the Department of the Interior, has 
died suddenly in Brussels, at the age of 64.
